In connection with the following repopt, it should, he mentioned 
that Source was first assigned to Aoteilung III C, AST Vienna, and 
was then transferred to Ahteilung III C, AST Saloniki, and while 
thus employed, was able to gather some detailed information on the 
organization and personnel of these Abwehr stellen.

he taught history and German in various high schools in' Vienna.

his World War I rank of Lti d* Res. . He was assigned to Abteilung 
III G 2 of Abwehrstelle Wien ; for the purpose of learning Abwehr 
administration. 

In October 1941 Source was transferred to Abteilung III C of .. 
AST Saloniki, In February 19 42 he became admini strative off icer 
and, consequently, was promoted to Hauptmann d. Res. in July l^US. 
His duties in Saloniki v though primarily administrative, often 
brought him into direct contact with certain Abwehr agents. . * 

In the beginning of October 1943 Source returned to Vienna, . 
where he was assigned to the n Durchlassche instelle der Wehrmacht 
JTo. 36% an office which furnished travel permits to military 
personnel on orders. On 4 April 19^5 he was transferred from there 
to the ^Frontlei tstelle Wien", which sent him to the n Frontle.it~ ' 
ereatzstelle. Wien u , which, in turn, placed him at the disposal of /. 
the ,f Komfliandeur der Wehrmach tordnupgstrup*oen‘ ? . For a short time 
he was on duty as auxiliary M.P. officer in Enns and We Is, Upper. 
•Austria. 

After the armistice had been declared, Source took up resi- 
dence in Kematen an der Krems* Upper Austria. On 4 June 1945 he 
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reported to Camp Lambach to "be discharged. However, since his name 
appeared on 3 r( ^ Array "Wanted Personality List", he was detained 
there. He received a formal arrest notice in Camp Feuerbach on 
10 October 1945 .

A. Function 

Abteilung III of AST Vienna was charged with far-reaching counter-*-, 
espionage operations^ Since the boundaries of the zones of 
operation of the various AST v s were not clearly outlined and often 
overlapped, it is not possible to define the extent of the operations 
of AST Vienna.. AST Vienna had agents in Budaoest s Sofia, Belgrade, 
and in other locations,. It was the Leitstelle for southeastern 
Europe and as such had jurisdiction over all Balkan AST's.

The AST employed a great number of agent s’ and TTEeiiTe', who performed 

all phases of intelligence activity.. It had Aussen-stellen in 
Diraotika, Mytilene, and Chios, On 1 October 19^3 AST Saloniki was 
disbanded and reorganized into Abwehr K'ommandos . (See chart. See 
also USFET Report CI-CIR/13 and CSDlC/SC/15 AG/S D 25.) 
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C. Abwehr Agents 



All jSpgejjt s and V-Leute in Saloniki were supervised by Haupt- 
mann Ern st^MPKE v * There were three main agents, whose office he 
h^To^vlteit periodically. The principal agent was a Greek, named 
NIKO^IpEp, v;ho was charged wi th the procurement off information 
communist\activities. He employed a number of V-Leute , who operated 
throughout Greece. .

A second reliable agent was a Greek 1 e a t he r-m e r ch an t , PAPA> T AUN>/ 
His wife* a German woman, exerted great influence over him. He, 
too, employed a great number of V-Leute, who were active mostly 
in government deoartment s and industrial enterprises. 

The third agent was the Greek DII'AS, a man of criminal incli- 
nations. His most bitter eneay was PAPANAUN, v/ho commented, more 
than once, that Germany did not need to work with such a hoodlum. 

3D IHAS had his informants in the Greek lowlands. He was charged 
with getting information on Partisan movements. 

Ytoile RIPICE wrs on leave in December 19^1. Source was placed 
in charge of these agents for a short time. He did not., however, 
meet any of their V-Leute. One day. during this time, Source was 
called to Sekretaer PAULUS of the German consulate and introduced 
to a man who had been supposedly a Greek officer. RIPKE , who had 
employed him previously, had called him r, V-Mann 4 ,f . His real name 
was never known by Source. This man 1 s reports on Partisan move- 
ments, formations, and equipment were so exaggerated, however,' that 
his services were soon discontinued. After the disbanding of AST, > 
Saloniki, most of the agents were no longer needed. -^%IKOLAIDES/<gv' 
BIUAS, and PAP AN AIM , however, he cause of their services were,. 
brought into Austria early in 19^4 by Ob er- 1 eut naiyr'^W who < xy' •
